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We have made some significant steps in unraveling the DAMERON/DAMRON lineages 
since the inception of the newsletter. In several instances we have proven lines 
that were only guesses, and some where little information was known. We hope in 
the future to prove others, but to do this we need any information that you have, | 
this especially on those born 1900 or earlier. 

We presently have some problems with errata on some particulars. We 
recognize these in some cases, but due to the location of the editors and typists, 
we have let these stand, especially when the main theme or ancestral lineage do not 
suffer. We continually strive to improve this condition, but it will probably 
always be with us to some degree. 

The address of the newsletter has found its way into publication of a genea- 
ligical nature. This has led to additional memberships by those with surnames other 
than DAMERON/DAMRON. If you know of a genealogical publication in your area, please 
submit our address to them. 

John P. Damron has done an excellent job, hurdling many obstacles in getting 
your newsletter off the ground, and he deserves plaudits from all of us. I think 
the format is generally sound, and foresee noradical changes to this during my 
interim in the office of your editor. 

As wenow have a bulk mail permit, the newsletter may be enlarged a bit to 
the next increment in postage, largely due to the inclusion of the index for pre- 
vious editions;* each fall issue will contain the index for the year. 

From time to time you will see advertised in the newsletter some additional 
material. This will largely be research material and too extensive to include in 
the newsletter. While those researching the familly will be especially interested 
in these publications, I think that this would be of interest to everyone. Our 
first effort in this vein has been the gathering of all available census information, 
as well as marriage information dating in the 1800s. This has been organized first 
alphabetically by state, second numerically by census year, and third by counties, 
also alphabetically, within the census year. At the conclusion of each state's 
census material, the marriages for that state are listed. In addition notations 
as to family members are incorporated into this material. The proceeds from these 
separate editions, above the cost of printing and mailing, will be used to develop 
further information on the family. 

We encourage everyone who may have picture of a DAMERON/DAMRON, born 1850 or 
earlier, to submit a copy of this to the editor. We would like to run these in the 
newsletter, along with the ancestry of this particular family. The photo will be 
returned upon request. The photos we have received to date have been of the DAMRON 
line; this was not planned, but are the only photos received of those born 1850 or 
earlier. 

Due to receiving some material late, this issue will probably not reach you 
by 1 Mar 1985, as due to third class mailing, up to three weeks is taken for 
delivery. We hope to do better with the September issue.

Article from the Ceredo Advance, dated 1 April 1896: 
"SAMUEL DAMERON, Sr., born 7 May 1794, in New Garden, Russell County, Virginia, 


and came to the Big Sandy country in the year 1805, along with his father, 

LAZARUS DAMERON and three brothers, MOSES, RICHARD and GEORGE, and settled five 
miles below Piketown (Pikeville). At the age of 21 he married Sally, the daughter 
of the venerable Silas Ratcliff, known as "Aunt Fat Sally" and moved from Pike 
County in the year 1819 and settled at the farm where Samuel T. Ferguson now (1896) 
lives. Then in 1828, moved back to Pike County and settled on Brushy Fork of 
John's Creek, remained there until 1834 when he moved back to the left fork of Twelve 
Pole at the mouth of McComas Creek and remained until he was buried there in 1889. 
His mother was Nancy Short and his Grandmother Aggie Owl. To him and "Aunt Fat 
Sally" were born ten children; to wit: NANCY, BETTY, MARY, ANNA, MILLY, POLLEY, 
JENNIE (all living in 1896 but Nancy and Milley) and three sons, MOSES, SILAS 
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and GEORGE WASHINGTON, all living in 1896. SAMUEL DAMERON, Esq., who is now living 
(1896) at Cassville (Ft. Gay), West Virginia and 84 years old, was named for the 
subject of this sketch, SAMUEL DAMERON, Sr., was born in Wayne County and never lived 


’ anywhere else for a day" 
Cabell County Records: 


Thomas Short was married to a Chapman, and unto them was born three sons and a 
daughter, viz; Samuel, William, James and Elizabeth. Samuel, the eldest, married 
the daughter of Garred See; James married twice, his first wife a Taylor and his 
second a Chapman. Elizabeth married John Crabtree and had one son and two daugh- 
ters, viz; Samuel and Marinda, who married William Johnson, and Adeline, who 
married Jacob Rice (who saved my life by telling me not to go to Louisa, Kentucky, 
which was in time of the Civil War). 

Nancy Elizabeth Short, probably their Aunt, married LAZARUS DAMRON, and unto them 
were born four sons, viz; MOSES, SAMUEL, RICHARD and GEORGE. MOSES DAMRON was born 
in seventeen hundred and the fifties and was married to Mary Preston, if I am not 
mistaken. And there were born unto them eight children, three sons and five 
daughters. He was also married the second time. Children of the first wife were; 
SAMUEL, LAZARUS, JOHN, NANCY, JANE and ANNA. I do not know the names of the other 
two. MOSES was a son by the second wife, and married a Herald, unto whom was born 
seven sons and two daughters: RICHARD, GEORGE, WILLIAM, THOMAS, DAVID, LAFE, 
JOSHUA, NORAH and VASHTI. 

SAMUEL DAMERON, Esquire, the first son of MOSES, was married three times. His first 
wife was Vashti Jarrel, a sister of Elder John Jarrell, a Missionary Baptist Preacher. 
Unto them were born two sons and two daughters; MOSES, who was married twice, his 
first wife being Sarah Copley, I do not know the other. JAMES married a Ratcliffe, 
NANCY married Adam Crum, and unto them were born sons and daughters: Douglas, 
Samuel, Boyd and Albert. Samuel Crum married July Burk, Boyd Crum married Nancy 
Adkins, the daughter of James. Albert Crum was married twice, his first wife was 
Hanna Chambers, they had two girls, Nora and Clara, and his second wife was Manerva 
Fitzpatrick. Frasher Crum was one of two children born to them. 

MARY DAMERON married Captain Samuel Vinson, and unto them were born Taylor Vinson 
and Fred, the Doctor and James Hughes' wife, Belle. I don't know how many more, 
(Mary was one). (Mrs. Donald Clark) 

SAMUEL's second wife, Dicey Copley, was the daughter of James and Nancy Copley, 
and there were born unto them three sons and three daughters. LAFAYETTE married 
Nancy Marcum; WAYNE marrie Lou Mitchell Adkins; ELIZABTEH married John Bromley; 
FLORENCE married Winfield Vinson, THURSA married James Fitzpatrick; JENNIE married 
George Crum. This third wife was the widow of John Lane who died at Catlettsburg, KY. 
LAZARUS DAMERON, the son of the first wife, was married to Ratcliffe, and unto them 
were born children, but I do not know the names of any of them. JOHN, the third son 
of MOSES DAMRON, Sr., was married to Elizabeth Marcum, the daughter of Jacob, Sr., 
and a sister to Preacher Jacob. Unto them were born four sons and one daughter, 
viz; STEVEN, MARION, MADISON and JESSE. STEVEN married Nathan Perry's daughter, 
sister to "Big Arnold". MARION was married to a widow, the mother of Samuel 
Wiggleton, who married the daughter of JOHN. I do not know whom MADISON or JESSE 
married. 

NANCY DAMERON, the daughter of MOSES, was married to James Lane, a son of Ezekial, 
a United Baptist Preacher, and unto them were born eight children, six boys and two 
girls, viz; Moses, Ezekial, Marion, Washington, Madison, John, Eda and Elizabeth. 
JANE DAMERON, a daughter of MOSES, was married to Stephen Marcum and unto them were 
born ten children, six boys and four girls, viz; Thomas, James, William, Pembrook, 
John and Lazarus, Elizabeth, Anna, Mary and Une. Another of MOSES' daughters 
married Thomas Brown and another married a Vanhoose. 

Unto MOSES and his second wife were born seven sons and two daughters, viz; RICHARD, 
GEORGE, WILLIAM, THOMAS, LAFE, DAVID and JAMES, NORAH and VASHTI. 

ANNA DAMERON married Washington Ratcliffe, and unto them were born one son and two 
daughters, viz; Eliza, Nancy and William. 

SAMUEL DAMERON, a brother to MOSES, was married twice, his first wife being Sarah 
Ratcliffe, unto them were born three sons and six daughters, viz; MOSES, SILAS and 
WASHINGTON, ELIZABETH, NORAH, ANNA, MILLY, MARY and JANE. His second tie was Sarah 
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Smith, and unto them were born six sons and four daughters; JOHN, SAMUEL, MOSES, 
JOSHUA, SILAS, THOMAS, MAHALA, JANE and SARAH. 

RICHARD DAMERON, the son of LAZARUS, Sr., and brother of MOSES and SAMUEL, was 
married and there were children born unto them, viz; MOSES, SAMUEL, JOHN and 
RICHARD, and a daughter POLLY, who married a Baptist Preacher by the name of 
George Johnson, and. there were born unto them three sons and three daughters, viz; 
Washington, James and Andy Johnson, Jane, Elizabeth and Martha. Martha married 
Lewis Bowen, Jane married Alfred Justice. 

GEORGE DAMERON was married to Elizabeth Branham, and unto them four sons and two 
daughters were born, viz; LAZARUS, WILLIAM, SAMUEL, WASHINGTON, POLLY and ANNA. 
LAZARUS, the eldest, married Mary Crum and there were born unto them four of five 
sons and a daughter; ADAM, LINZY, ALBERT, CHARLES and SARAH. WILLIAM, the second 
son of GEORGE, married Elizabeth Porter Baker and unto them was born one daughter. 
SAMUEL, the third son of GEORGE, married Rachel Pratt, the daughter of John Pratt. 
WASHINGTON DAMERON, the youngest son of GEORGE, was married, I think, but I do not 
know who his wife was.

DAMERONsS versus DAMRONs 


We have no proof as to why some DAMERONs changed the surname to DAMRON, 
however; there appears to be a concerted effort in doing so. 

In the material of Helen Foster Snow, we see a number of records involving 
the DAMRONs, where the letter "E'" has been reinserted in the surname. The actual 
records do not reflect this. There are, of course, as in the DAMERONs, instances 
where an enumerator or court clerk has misspelled the name, but in most cases we 
see this revert to either DAMERON or DAMRON in following court records and census 
reports. 

Although LAZARUS DAMERON, son of GEORGE, son of LAWRENCE, as well as his 
children, all appear with the DAMERON spelling, the grandsons of LAZARUS do not, 
and I have found no exceptions to this. 

The change in surname spelling occurred at about the time of the Revolutionary 
War, and remained constant with those residing in that part of Virginia inhabited 
by the grandsons of LAZARUS until about 1845, when for some reason, they reverted 
to the DAMERON spelling. However, we find that those who left this area prior to 
about 1845, continue to spell the surname DAMRON. This can be evidenced in the 
descendants of MOSES, son of LAZARUS, the Pike and Wayne County DAMRONs being from 
this line; JOHN DAMRON, who married Anna Ladd and settled in Illinois, who was 
also descended from MOSES; GEORGE DAMRON, who was a member of Morgan's Rifles 
during the Revolution, married Susannah Thomas, and this family settled in what 
is now Adair County, KY; DRURY DAMRON, who left Virginia about 1842 and settled 
in Missouri. All his descendants save one that I know of still spell the surname 
DAMRON, and we have an account for the surname change, in this instance. There 
are others who could be added to this list, however; this will show my reasons in

IV. JOSEPH DAMERON was born in Northumberland County, Virginia, the son of (III) 
CHRISTOPHER DAMERON and Sarah Ball. The exact date of his birth is unknown, but 
the birth of his son, JOSEPH, Jr., 25 Feb 1763, would put JOSEPH, Sr's birth about 
1740. He first married in 1762 to Patience Coppedge in Northumberland County and 
lived there until after the death of his father in 1764. 

Brunswick County, Virginia became JOSEPH DAMERON's next residence. Brunswick 
deeds in the 1760s, 1770s and 1780s bear evidence that JOSEPH, his brothers 
BARTHOLOMEW, JOHN and SAMUEL, as well as his mother, SARAH (Ball) DAMERON, were 
land owners in the county. JOSEPH also owned land in Mecklenburg and Amelia 
counties, but it is likely that he kept his residence in Brunswick. The children 
of his first marriage were born in either Northumberland or Brunswick. Patience, 
his first wife, probably died between 1780 and 1790 in Brunswick County, Virginia. 

The exact year that JOSEPH moved to Caswell County, North Carilina cannot be 
determined. It is possible that he continued to own property in both Brunswick 
and Caswell. Three JOSEPHs are listed in Caswell in the 1790 North Carolina Heads 
of Families. Since this was assembled from tax lists, it is likely that one of 
the Josephs was his son and the other Joseph was a duplicate listing for property 
owned in two different districts of the county, since we cannot identify a third 
Joseph in Caswell at this time. On 2 Apr 1790, JOSEPH remarried, to Mary Burton, 
a widow, in Caswell County. He also became the guardian to Mary's younger children 
by her first marriage. 

No primary documents exist that name the children of JOSEPH DAMERON, Sr., as 
such. For this reason most researchers have different lists of his possible and 
probable children. (Some researchers have confused JOSEPH's children with those 
of his brothers, those of his son, JOSEPH, Jr., and his nephew, CHRISTOPHER). 
JOSEPH's will, recorded in 1818 in Caswell County, acknowledges children of his 
first marriage and wills possessions to his wife’s "last six children". This leaves 
the question open as to whether he had six children by his second wife, or if some 
of her last six children were, in fact, his step-children. The number of children 
from his first marriage is also unknown. Since it is possible that some of these 
children never settled in Caswell, it would be pretentious for anyone to attempt 
a complete listing of JOSEPH’s children. Those listed in this article are identi- 
fied as his children by one or more of the following reasons: (1) family records 
in the family give JOSEPH DAMERON as father, (2) they are mentioned in the 
settlement of JOSEPH, Sr's estate, (3) they are connected to JOSEPH by other 
primary records, such as censuses, deeds, or other records and mathematically could 
not be the children of anyone else. Possible children listed in other studies for 
whom I have not found at least circumstantial proof are NOT included.

MARTHA DAMRON Junior departed this life 16 Feb 1839 in the 25th year of her age 
on Saturday. (Patsey Damron, daughter of Dunmore and Patsey) 

MARTHA DAMRON Senior departed this life 16 May 1839 on Thursday 

(Dunmore's wife, Martha Frances "Patsey" Cox Damron) 

The following names were entered in pencil on a blank page preceeding the 
Gospel of St Luke. The heading at the top of the page is badly faded, totally 
undecipherable except for the name "ZACHARIAH"

It is 
interesting to note that DUNMORE, his wife MARTHA and daughter MARTHA all died 
between January and May 1839, which leads one to wonder if there was an epidemic of 
some sort in their community that they all died within a four month time span..... ) 

Also listed in the bible are the following slaves. These are not listed separ- 
ately, rather they are interspersed among Dunmore's family, evidently entered in 
order of birth. I finally determined these were slaves when I found he had willed 
some of them to his wife and children, plus the fact that none of these were listed 


with a surname. 
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* Negro SILVY, 9 Apr 1815 
(I don't know if this is a birthdate or an acquisition date, but feel it was 
probably the date of her birth. This Silvy was willed to Nancy by her Father, 
Dunmore Damron) 

* PETER, born 16 Apr 1830 (willed to Zachariah by his Father, Dunmore Damron) 

* HANNAH, born 5 Dec 1831 (willed to Polly by her Father, Dunmore Damron) 
SILVY's Child born 14 Aug 1832 

* Negro POLLY born 10 Jan 1824 (willed to Patsey by her Father, Dunmore Damron) 

* JULA, bourn 12 Jul 1826 (listed as July in Dunmore's will, willed to son John) 
DOLYE/Dilbye, Silva's child bourn 5 Sep 1834 
SILVY's child SARY born 25 Jul 1826 (This entry is in a different handwriting) 

* Rose's Child ALYBRO born 18 Jun 1838 (Rose was willed to his wife Patsy by Dunmore) 
Negro MORRIS bourn 2 Jun 1802.....Dunmore advertised in a Lynchburg newspaper 
dated 13 Feb 1821 for a runaway slave...."Ran away from the subscriber living in 
Nelson County, Virginia, on the 4th inst., a stout, well looking Negro man named 
MORRIS. About 19 years of age, upwards of six feet, etc. Dressed in napt cotton 
coat and pantaloons, very much patched, and an old wool hat, inclined to flop. 
He carried off two blankets and walked with a blackhaw cane. Probably headed for 
Caney Fork in Tennessee where he was born"....Signed: DUNMORE DAMRON (I doubt that 
he ever recovered this slave as he was not given to anyone in Dunmore's will. Per- 
haps, if he was recovered, he was later sold). 

(Dunmore's will mentions a daughter NANCY....I found no mention of Nancy in the 
bible records. I can't reconcile this name at all, unless it is a copyist's error, 
probably whoever originally copied the records from the old bible just could not 
decipher the name, especially if it was spelled "Nancey"' as was common in those 
days, and took it to be "Harvey" It would seem to me that she would be listed in 
the bible record of births, especially since she isnamed inhiswill. Harvey is not 
mentioned in his will) 

On a blank page at the beginning of the Gospel of St Luke is written: "ZACK 
DAMRON's Bible" The flyleaf reads "Old Testament as translated out of the original 
Hebrew, together with the Apocrypha, published in Philadelphia, Penna, in 1815". 
This old bible is very worn, as if it had been frequently used, and stained. In 
size about 4" thick, with dimensions of about 8-3/4 by 10-1/2. There were, accord- 
ing to the last known owner, two pages at the beginning of this book which contained 
the earliest family records, but they have been lost over the years. (Maybe a mem- 
ber of a later generation tore these pages out....if so, and the descendants still 
have them, they would be invaluable to establish the parents of Dunmore). 

It is my opinion that this was originally Dunmore's Bible, from the publication 
date, and the fact that the records pertaining to his family were probably entered 
by him or his wife, and in some instances, by their older children, since the 
records seem to be so complete and coincide with census records and Dunmore's will. 
It is possible that the records of succeeding generations, such as those of Manoah 
T. Damron's family, were written in by him or his family in later years, although 
he may not have had actual possession of the Bible) 

‘This bible was evidently once in the possession of JOHN DAMRON, because, on the 
first page of the bible is written "John Damron's 01d Testament" in ink. The prob- 
able line of possesson could have been as follows: 

1. ZACHARIAH DAMRON (b) 13 Nov 1805, son of Dunmore and Patsey Damron 

2. JOHN DAMRON (b) 18 Jun 1808, son of Dunmore and Patsey Damron 

3. HIRAM CLAIBORNE DAMRON, son of Zachariah and Frances (Thomas) Damron 

4. ELBERT DUNMORE DAMRON, son of Hiram Claiborne Damron 

5. GEORGE MARSHALL DAMRON. last known owner, of Front Royal, Virginia, son of 

Elbert Damron and Grandson of Hiram Claiborne Damron. 

(Possibly the Zachariah Damron whose name is entered in pencil preceeding the 
Gospel of St Luke could have been ZACHARIAH LELAND DAMRON, son of SAMUEL and 
Elizabeth (Thomas) Damron, who married Belinda Loving in Nelson County, Virginia, 
12 Jan 1875. This Zachariah was born 18 Nov 1828. His daughter ROSA (b) 1867, 
married ELBERT DAMRON a son of HIRAM CLAIBORNE DAMRON, therefore the bible could 
have passed to the present-day owner through either line)

I, DUNMORE DAMRON, of Nelson County, do make and ordain this as my last will 

and testament and with earthly goods it hath pleased God to bless me with, I give, 
‘devise and bequeath in the following manner: 

In the first place, I wish all my just debts paid as my executor hereafter 
mentioned may see best, as they are but small. 

In the second place, I give my son SAMUEL a Negro boy named John, which I have 
delivered to him, and 225 acres of land whereon Prophet lives, to him and his 
heirs forever. 

In the next place, I give to my son DRURY DAMRON's wife, SUSANNAH, a Negro 
girl named Celie and her increase, to her and her heirs forever, and give to him a 
Negro boy named Rose's last child, which I have. delivered to them, to him and 
his heirs forever. 

I give my son, ZACHARIAH DAMRON, a negro boy named Peter, which I have deli- 
vered to him and the land I live on called Dixon's Tract, to be possessed of one- 
half at my death, and the other at his Mother's, if she should be the longer liver 
as she is to have the half and the house and lot as long as she lives, and at his 
getting possession of the whole, he is to pay my Grandson, JOSEPH CHANDLER, three 
hundred dollars, which is what I intend to give him. The above property to my son 
and his heirs forever. 

I give to my son LELAND DAMRON, my tract of land on the north side of Duck 
Creek, north one acre on this side in the lower bend of the creek, and the adjoin- 
ing, the same containing 150 acres, to him and his heirs forever, and two Negro 
girls, Lucy and Mariah, which he has bought of me for one hundred dollars, pro- 
vided they live long enough to be taken from their mother, and if either dies, he 
is to pay that much less. The above property to him and his heirs forever. 

I give to my son JOHN, a young Negro girl named July and her increase, which 
I have delivered to him and his heirs forever. Also my best shotgun and half my 
wearing close. I give to my daughter NANCY, a Negro woman named Silvy, which she 
has in her possession, and her future increase to her and her heirs forever. Also 
one of my best beds and furniture, which she has in her possession. 

I give to my daughter, POLLY THOMAS, a Negro girl and her increase, the girl 
named Hannah, and a feather bed and furniture, which property she has in her pos- 
session, to her and her heirs forever. I give to my daughter MARTHA, a Negro girl 
named Polly and her increase, and a bed and furniture which she has in her posses-— 
sion, to her and her heirs forever, and if either of my unmarried daughters should 
dye with no heirs of their boddy, their property, which I have given to them, to be 
divided among my unmarried children. 

I lend to my wife, during her natural life, half the land I live on called 
Dixon Tract, and the house and lot round it and two Negroes, Ned and Rose, and the 
one-third part of my household and kitchen furniture and the one-third part of my 
stock of all kinds, and one-third part of my plantation tools for life, to be given 
herby my executors and at the appraise value, the other two-thirds of my property 
to be sold by my executors and the money arising therefrom and what money may be 
found in the house and what money may be owing me, to first pay all expenses and 
themselves out of, and if any is left,. divide among my children; and at my wife's 
death, her property to be sold by my executors and the money arising therefrom, my 
son DRURY to have one hundred dollars first and the other half of my waring close, 
and last of all, I appoint William Faber and my son SAMUEL executors of this, my 
last will and testament in writing, whereof I have hereto set my hand and seal 
this 3 day of August, One Thousand and 838.............+DUNMORE DAMRON, Esq 
Teste: Dennis Nally (X), John Powell (his mark), Terisha Bailey. 

At a court held for Nelson County on the 28 day of January, 1839, this instru- 
ment of writing purporting to be the last will and testament of DUNMORE DAMRON, 
dec'd, was presented and proved by the oath of Dennis Nally and Terisha Baily, 
two subscribing witnesses thereto, and ordered to be recorded, whereon the motion 
of SAMUEL DAMRON, one of the executors named in said will, who personally appeared 
in court and made oath, together with LEELAND DAMRON, Wiatt Hare, Coleman W. Kidd 
and Benjamin Mosely, his security entered into and acknowledged a bond in the 
penalty on ten thousand dollars, conditioned according to law, certificate is 
granted him for obtaining probate in said will in due form....

(Continued from an earlier study by Truman E. Murphy, edited by Leonard D. Damron) 


RICHARD DAMRON, son of LAZARUS and Nancy (Short) DAMRON, was born about 1796, 
Presumably in Russell County, Virginia. LAZARUS was the son of MOSES, and we find 
that this line of Damrons resided in Russell County. 

RICHARD came to Floyd County, Kentucky with his parents and his father's 
brother RICHARD, this about 1800 to 1805, and they begin to appear in the Floyd 
County, Kentucky court records in 1808. 

RICHARD DAMRON first appears in the Floyd County court orders in the Oct 1816 
court, to wit; RICHARD DAMRON Jr's son, born 29 Mar 1814, is bound to LAZARUS 
DAMRON, shoemaker. 

There were three RICHARD DAMRONs at this time who resided in Floyd County. We 
do seem to have enough information to separate the three, however. The elder 
RICHARD is obviously the brother to LAZARUS. The RICHARD who appears in the 1816 
court orders is the son of LAZARUS, this can be determined from martiage records and 
later census reports, also the fact that he is designated as Junior would insure that 
he was mot the RICHARD who was the brother of LAZARUS. We can also see that the 
RICHARD in question was the father of a child born 29 Mar 1814. This would eliminate 
the younger RICHARD, who was born about 1802, and married Elizabeth Droodey. (Snow 
is in error when she shows this surname as Prowdie, early records all show this 
surname as being Drewdie, Droodey, and various spellings, all with a "D"). The 
fact that the illegitimate child of RICHARD's was bound to LAZARUS would also 
Suggest that RICHARD, the father of this child, was the RICHARD, son of LAZARUS. 

RICHARD DAMRON married on 6 Jun 1816, Rhoda Fitzgerrell, the bond being signed 
by LAZARUS and RICHARD DAMRON. It may also be noted that Jane Jarrell gave permis- 
sion for Rhoda to marry RICHARD DAMRON. This is probably the same Jane Jarrell who 
had an out of wedlock son, this John Jarrell, the father being LAZARUS DAMRON. 

Jane Jarrell later appears in the 1850 Wayne County, Virginia census. This in the 
home of James Jarrell, age 22. 

In December, 1816, an agreement between Berryman McGuire and LAZARUS DAMRON 
was signed....'LAZARUS to teach said apprentice in the said business of shoemaking, 
and to provide for said apprentice good, wholesome and sufficient meat, drink, washing 
and lodging, and to teach or cause to be taught in the English language to read and 
write, and also arithmetic as far as the rule of three inclusive, and at the expira- 
tion of the term of service, pay him three pounds and ten shillings as his freedom 
dues and also a good decent suit of men's clothes". 

In the March court of Floyd County, Nancy McGuire; ordered to appear in court to 
show cause, if any, why her children should not be bound out as the law directs. 

Also to appear, RICHARD DAMRON and James Stratton, witnesses in this case. 

In the June court of 1817, Floyd County: "Martha McGuire, base born child of 
Nancy McGuire, aged about seven years, ordered bound to Henry Pinson, according to 
law. 

In the June court of 1818, Floyd County: LAZARUS DAMRON, to whom one Berryman 
McGuire, age 4 March 29, was ordered to be bound, hath removed to Virginia. Berryman 
McGuire to be bound to George Martin, Hatter". (Poor little guy, I wonder what 
happened to him?...TEM) 

Working from census reports, marriage records, the works of Hardesty and the 
Lambert Papers, as well as family records, we can arrive at nine children for RICHARD 
DAMRON, part of these by his first wife, Rhoda, the remainder by his second wife, 
Phebe. Rhoda apparently died between the years 1830 and 1840, RICHARD marrying Phebe 
before the census of 1840. It will be noted that SAMUEL and ELIZABETH are both found 
in other homes in the 1850 census of Johson County, Kentucky, therefore they may have 
been at odds with Phebe, who may have been their stepmother. SAMUEL however, names 
a daughter Phebe, so he could have been Phebe's son. He also had a son named John 
Jarrell, so the naming of Phebe may have been of no consequence, John Jarrell being 
a brother to Rhoda, this no doube being a half brother.

We can see by the above that at least four children of RICIARD's married four 
children of David Mollett.

The remaider of this study will deal with the children of SAMUEL DAMRON. 
Further studies at a later date will be undertaken of the remaining children of 
this RICHARD DAMRON. 


SAMUEL DAMRON married Mary Mollett, 13 Aug 1850, Johnson County, Kentucky. SAMUEL 
is said to have been a River Boat Pilot, and to have worked in a government licensed 
distillery. He resided at one time at a place called Peach Orchard (This may be 
Peach Orchid today), and got his mail at White House, Kentucky. This is still 
extant, although it does not show on a map. There is, however, a Zip Code for it. 
(I wrote the Postmaster there some time ago, and she informed me that no DAMRONs or 
DAMERONs now reside inthat area....LLD) 
The children of SAMUEL DAMRON and Mary Mollett are as follows:

From the dates given here, and the separation in dates of birth of some of the 
children. There may have been additional children; if so, I believe some of them died 
young as they are not shown in any census. 

Descendants of SAMUEL state that with the exception of Phebe, some of the 
children of SAMUEL and Mary (Mollett) DAMRON moved to Oklahoma. JOHN J. DAMERON 
was apparently the first, having arrived in Oklahoma prior to 1892 as he married 
Louella Riceman, Cherokee, that year. In the rolls the mother of JOHN J. is given 
as Mary, but nothing is entered in the space for his father. I presume that he was 
deceased by this time. 

There is no census for the year 1890, so it is difficult to establish a date of 
the death of SAMUEL. We do find RICHARD, the son of SAMUEL and Mary in the 1900 
census of Lawrence County, Kentucky. We do find RICIIARD CLAYTON DAMRON, he being the 
son of SAMUEL DAMRON, in the 1910 census of Wilson County, Kansas. SAMUEL & Mary's 
son GEORGE is found in the 1900 census of Johnson County, Kentucky, age 40, with 
brother LAZARUS, age 30 and Mother "Pollie" age 70, all born in Kentucky. Therefore, 
SAMUEL must have died between the 1880 census of Johnson County, Kentucky and the 
1900 census.

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PHILLIP C. DAMERON of Vinita, Oklahoma, reports the following: 
His father, RICHARD C. (CLAYTON) DAMRON son of JOHN J. DAMRON, had as brothers: 
SAM, WILL, JOHN, JERREL and GEORGE. ; 

He also says that his grandmother and grandfather were married several times 
and that his father had a half brother named Fred Rowe, who informed Phillip at the 
age of 88, that he thought a Polly was PHILLIP's grandfather's mother; of course 
she was, Polly being a nickname for Mary in those times. PHILLIP also mentioned 
an Uncle Will, who died in the state of Washington at age 16; also an Aunt Mary who 
was born and died in Oklahoma, this in 1910. 

I received last year a letter from Shirley Toraason, a descendant of PHEBE, 
daughter of SAMUEL and Mary (Mollett) DAMRON. From this and information supplied 
by Ethyl Stanley, a daughter of JOHN J. DAMERON, we arrive at the following: 

PHEBE, daughter of SAMUEL and Mary (Mollett) DAMRON, married Martin Ward, and 
remained in Kentucky. Following the death of PHEBE, Martin Ward and children moved 
to the state of Washington. The mother of Shirley was Mary Alice Mollett, born 
5 Nov 1888, in either Kentucky or West Virginia. The father of Mary Alice was 
John Goodeye Mullett. (Note: Kozee and other researchers spell the surname both 
Mullett and Mollett, both probably coming from the same family. It will further be 
noted that as there were so many John Molletts (sic) that improvisations were used 
to separate one from the other, this resulted in them being called goodeye, badeye, 
small eye, etc. I have also seen this used in other families..... LLD) John Mollett, 
son of David married ELIZABETH DAMRON, daughter of RICHARD DAMRON. 

There was also an ELIZABETH DAMRON mentioned by Shirley, this ELIZABETH was a 
niece of Garrett Blackerby, and married Oliver Workman. Oliver and Elizabeth removed 
to the state of Washington from West Virginia, this in 1904/05. They had a son, : 
Ribern Workman, born 18 May 1906. This Ribern was the first husband of Shirley, they 
were married on 3 Dec 1926. 

Mary Alice Mollett married Manderville Ward, who was the son of Martin Ward and 
Phebe Damron. They had four sons, Manderville, Sherman, Isaiah, and Wilburn; one 
daughter Flora, who married Hiram Standifur and had two children, Clisty and Andrew. 

The ELIZABETH DAMRON who married Oliver Workman was from either West Virginia 
or Kentucky. She could be the ELIZABETH, who was the daughter of MOSES, son of 
RICHARD. This MOSES married Julia Ann Mollett, the daughter of David Mollett. 

(There are a few holes in this study; perhaps someone out there may be able to 
fill them in.....LLD) 
(It may be noted that after these DAMRONs arrived in Oklahoma the surname spelling 
was DAMERON, this with some notable exceptions, these the descendants of RICHARD, the 
son of SAMUEL. His sons who were born in Kentucky apparently knew something that 
the others didn't, or at least did not wish to cope with at this late date, as they 
resumed the DAMRON spelling)

WOODROW DAMRON of Stanford, Kentucky sent this information: He was given a 
set of books by Hugh Reynolds, a great grandson of SAMUEL and Nancy Wilkerson DAMRON. 
These books concern the statues of North Carolina, principally. Inside the cover of 
one of these books is the notation: GEORGE DAMRON died at age 47, 1793. This, of 
course, would be the GEORGE DAMRON who was a grandson of LAZARUS and Elizabeth (Smith) 
DAMERON. and the one who married Susannah Thomas. As a son of this GEORGE was 
SAMUEL DAMRON, who was born in 1793 in North Carolina, this would indicate that 
Susannah removed from North Carolina back to Buckingham County, Virginia, the resi- 
dence of her parents, and with them removed to the area now confined to Adair Co., 
KY. This appears to be true as we pick up this line of the Thomas family in this 
area at about the same time. The books being of a legal nature would also indicate 
that GEORGE may have been a magistrate or judge in North Carolina........... LLD

ALFRED SPEER DAMERON, His Genealogy Study: 


One of the first published genealogy studies of the DAMERON Family was made 
.by ALFRED SPEER DAMERON in 1940. ALFRED SPEER DAMERON was descended from THOMAS 
DAMERON, who married NANCY BALL and settled in Campbell County, Kentucky where he 
died in 1826. This genealogy contains a reprint of the earlier articles on the 
family from Tyler's Quarterly and the William and Mary Quarterly, the original work 
being generations from the children of THOMAS and NANCY BALL DAMERON to about 1940. 
The author makes an incorrect guess that his THOMAS was descended from Col. THOMAS 
DAMERON, son of II GEORGE, son of I LAWRENCE. Subsequent information shows that 
this THOMAS was the son of IV BARTHOLOMEW DAMERON and MARY WADDY, son of III JOHN, 
son of LAWRENCE. ALFRED SPEER DAMERON appears to have worked from the V THOMAS 
DAMERON from two directions, upstream and downstream. The upstream portion was done 
largely from Bible records and appears, in all probability, to be correct. The down- 
stream portion makes a connection from other sources that is incorrect. The follow- 
ing study is from ALFRED SPEER DAMERON's study, with additions by Leonard L. Damron 
from Kentucky census material.

ONESPHOROUS DAMERON AND HEIRS 

In the home of Mrs, Edward P, Dameron, Jr., of Hammond, Louisiana, 
hangs a 19th century portrait of Onesphorous Dameron, Edward Palfrey Dameron III, 
her son, writes that this branch of the family settled in New Orleans several 
generations ago, but doesn't know where the family lived before that, This 
Onesphorous was grandfather of Edward Palfrey Dameron, Sr. 

In Palfrey genealogy, sent by Ms. Jacqueline Dameron of New Orleans 
lists James D, Dameron b, Sept 4, 1815, d. June 16, 1669. He married Camilla 
Davis Palfrey on Dec. 31, 1844 (Camilla b. 1826=d, 1868).

Based on the Palfrey genealogy and what we know from the present 
members of this branch, James D, Dameron can be placed as son of "Oney" 

S. Dameron and Alice (Dawley) Herbert, m. 28 March 1812, Norfolk, VA. This 
is probably the Qnesphorous of the portrait. 

The will of James Dawley, 1831, Norfolk, VA bequeaths "to my daughter, 
Alice H. Dameron....to my grandsons Isophorous Dameron, Robert B,. Dameron, 
James D. Dameron, and Jom F. Dameron." 

This Onesphorous is surely a descendant of the first Onesphorous 
Dameron who left a will in 1762, Wicomico Parish of Northumberland, Coe, 

VA, This will lists 7-of 8:'Onesiphorous, Isaac, Iidmond or Kdward, Abraham, 
Maurice, Thomas, Jacobs 

‘Thomas Dameron (II), son of Lawrence I, is said to have married 
Sarah Bledsoe, My research indicates that this couple were the parents of 
Onesphorous, although there is no concrete proof, Correspondence with 
Banks Mclaurin, Jr.e, Bledsoe genealogist, reinforces this theory. The names 
Abraham and Jacob are in the Bledsoe family. A Thomas Dameron owned land 
adjacent to the Bledsoes in Wicomico Parish. Thomas Dameron II left no will, 


there is no record of Onesiphorous Dameron or Bledsoe Dameron buying land, 
yet both had land to bequeath in their wills. 

There is evidence that at least three of the sons of Onesiphorous 
(sr.) were in the Norfolk area of Virginia after the 1780's: Jacob's 
daughter Fanuwell or Thanewell was married in Norfolk. "Morris" (Maurice) 
was a witness to a marriage and estate papers of Onesiphorous are recorded 
in 1799 in Norfolk. (He is also listed in the 1790, Pasquotank Co, NC, 
Heads of Families as living in Vitginia.) 

The Oney S. who married Alice Dawley Herbert mist have been son of 
one of these, although no records indicate which, There are at least 8 
marriage records of Dameron marriages in Norfolk Co, VA from 1799-1838, 


“(Now part of the City of Chesapeake, VA). None of these shed any light on 


the "Oney" line although these must be from this branch, We know that there 
was an "Oneseferus" Dameron in Cabell Cos, VA (WVA) in 1832 and an Oney 
"Damerin", 57, in the 1850 Bedford Co.,“{N, U.S. census.
